HUSBAND ARRIVED LAST NIGHT 


A t Firs t Was Re luc tant About Dis ­ 


c us s ing the Affair But Late r 


Told the Story . 


One o f the saddest spectacles in a 
funeral co rtege witnessed 
here 
in 
many y ears was that o f Mrs. Lo u 
♦Summers Crist and 
her 
fo urteen- 
y ear-o ld so n, Duv all Crane, 
which 
passed thro ugh the streets this af- 
temo un and wended its way to East 
Hill cemetery where all that remain­ 
ed mo rtal o f the two v ictims o f o ne 
o f the mo st grewso me tragedies ev er 
enacted here were laid to rest. 
What made the funeral train take 
o n an appearance o f being mo re so r­ 
ro wful and grav e lo o king was the 
fact that two hearses were used, a 
black o ne fo r the mo ther and a white 
o ne fo r the unfo rtunate so n. 
In acco rdance with the wish o f the 
wo man’s last husband, the 
funeral 
sendees were brief, witho ut so ng o r 
sermo n, merely a last pray er being 
repeated in a so mber to ne by Dr. Y. 
W. Tev is, who co nducted the cere­ 
mo nies. A few friends o f the imme­ 
diate family were present, the funer­ 
al being priv ate. as requested by Mrs, 
Crist. 
Edward Crist, the husband o f the 
suicide-mo ther, came last ev ening at 
six o ’clo ck fro m Chicago and imme­ 
diately hurried to the Riley ho me. 
After a few wo rds with members o f 
the family who met him at the do o r, 
Crist rushed into the ro o m where the 
casket sto o d co ntaining the bo dy o f 
the o ne perso n in the wo rld that he 
fairly ido lized and 
threw 
himself 
acro ss the bier, passio nately kissing 
the « o ld face o f his wife and cry ing 
o u t: “ Lo n, o h Lo u, why did y o u do 
thisf And to my bo y bo y , to o .” 
Mr. Crist was v ery much affected 
by the death o f his wife and deeply 
griev ed. 
He was inclined to be re­ 
ticent at first and reluctantly to ld o f 
the hist few mo nths try ing ex peri­ 
ence he had with his wife. 
They 
were no t div o rced, as was the gen­ 
eral o pinio n entertained here, neither 
were they separated o r 
estranged, 
o ther than Mrs. Crist had gro wn ex ­ 
tremely melo ncho ly o v er the death o f 
her bro ther, and desired to be alo ne. 
Mr. Crist ex plained ev ery thing to 
the relativ es here, and what he said 
bo re o ut the statement made by Mrs. 
Crist that she was killing herself be­ 
cause o f her grief fo r her bro ther, 
who m she ado red. Mr. Crist is a sil­ 
v er haired man o f fifty -eight 
y ears 
and was twenty y ears 
his 
wife’s 
senio r. 
He was married befo re and 
separated fro m his first wife. 
Since 
hife marriage to Mrs. Crist they liv ed 
happily to gether until 
the 
terrible 
catasro phe in 
January 
when 
her 
bro ther was dro wned. 
She returned 
to Chicago fro m Califo rnia the lat­ 
ter part o f the mo nth and since that 
time has no t liv ed with her husband. 
Her so rro w was great and she de­ 
sired to be left 
alo ne. 
The 
v ery 
presence o f any o ne, o ther than her 
ho y , seemed to irritate her and fo r 
that end Mr. Crist arranged that she 
co uld liv e in a 
fashio nable 
ho tel 
while he went to stay at a club in 
ano ther part o f the city . 
This was 
what the grief-stricken wo man 
de­ 
sired and much as Mr. Crist regret- 
ed that it 
sho uld 
he 
so , 
he 
ac- 
queished to her wish in the matter. 
Her slightest whim was a co mmand 
to him. 
He wo rshiped her and tried 
by e v e ry 
manner and means to be a 
kind and indulgent husband to her 
and a father to her bo y . 
She Tfro uld 
call at his o ffice ev er and ano n and 
his checkbo o k was alway s o pen to 


her, ready 
to be 
signed 
fo r 
any 
amo unt. Mr. Crist is rich, being o ne 
o f the biggest men tn the real estate 
business 
in 
Chicago , 
and 
mo ney 
meant v ery little to him, when his 
wife’s happiness and co mfo rt was at 
stake. 
He has giv en her as high as 
$5 000 at a time, and nev er stinted 
her when she lav ished mo ney o n her 
bro ther, but heartily appro v ed o f it, 
fo r it seemed to giv e her pleasure. 
Since she was co mpletely o v erco me 
under the melo ncho ly spell causing 
her to chafige in many way s, 
her 
husband do ne all in his po wer to 
hav e her fo rget her tro ubles and re­ 
gain her no rmal co nditio n and 
be 
herself again. As lo ng as she was in 
the co mpany o f her so n she seemed 
to be reliev ed, but when he wo uld go 
o ff to scho o l, she wo uld beco me rest­ 
less and walk the streets. Often she 
wo uld dro p into her husband’s o ffice, 
but o nly to stay a few minutes. 
He 
wo uld giv e her fifty do llars, o r a like 
sum, and tell her to go o ut and hav e 
a go o d lunch o r dinner so mewhere, 
v isit the theaters o r hear a go o d co n­ 
cert, any thing to get her mind o ff her 
tro ubles and 
av o id 
wo rry ing. 
She 
battled hard, but seemingly it was 
against o dds and o f little use. There 
was o nly o ne so lutio n to the questio n, 
in the mind o f the griev ing wo man, 
and that was to end it all as she did. 
Once o r twice she came in fro m her 
aimless wanderings o n the streets, 
Mr. Crist said she 
mentio ned 
the 
name o f Crane, her first husband, in 
a v eiled, my sterio us so rt o f a way . 
Then it was that he to ld her that if 
she lo v ed him and wanted to go back 
to him, he wo uld make the sacrifice 
that she might he happy . 
She to ld 
him she did no t want to do such a 
thing. 
When asked if she had met 
she replied in the negativ e and seem­ 
ed inclined to dismiss the subject. 
Bey o nd any do ubt Mr. Crist was 
co mpletely wrapped up in the ho y , 
Duv all Crane, fo r he has talked o f 
little else since co ming ere. 
He ex ­ 
pressed regret that the mo ther was 
po ssibly inclined to think the bo y 
wo uld no t hav e been well cared fo r 
and giv en ev ery attentio n, ev en if 
she was determined o n ending her 
o wn life. 
Mr. Crist said ev ery o ne 
lo v ed the bo y that knew him and his 
asso ciates were amo ng the best and 
mo st aristo cratic peo ple o f Chicago . 
He said he knew o f least a half do z­ 
en millio naires that wo uld hav e been j 
delighted to hav e taken the bo v into i 
‘ 
I 
their ho mes, as o ne o f 
their 
o wn. j 
Yo ung Crane \v a> 
an 
ex ceedingly 
j 
bright bo y , acco rding to Mr. Crist, i 
and altho ugh hut fo urteen y ears o f 
age, was admitted into high scho o l 
last fall. 
Out o f a class o f three 
hundred and fifty eighth grade pu­ 
pils. Duv all Crane carried away the 
ho no rs when 
they 
graduated 
into 
high scho o l, hav ing the highest per­ 
centage in all his studies. 
It is understo o d* that 
Mr. 
Crist 
made statements 
regarding 
Harry 
Summers, his wife’s bro ther, is said 
to hav e been dro wned at San Fran­ 
cisco . 
It was difficult to learn just 
ex actly what wds said, o r intimated, 
but fro m a 
few 
wo rds 
that 
he 
dro pped to friends o f the family , it 
was inferred that he did no t think 
Harry Summers was ev er 
dro wned 
and that he believ ed him to be well 
and aliv e so mewhere. If this be true, 
there may be a hidden and unde­ 
v elo ped mo tiv e behind the 
tragedy , 
and po ssible no o ne sav e the hus­ 
band wo uld be able to clear it up.

The atto rney s fo r the plaintiffs at­ 
tempted to pro v e that Dr. Ho ward 
was no t in the right co nditio n o f 
mind when he made his last will and 
testament and bro ught many facts in 
his life in the testimo ny

their 
large number o f witnesses. 
They 
also attempted to pro v e that he was 
insane at certain perio ds o f life by 
his actio ns. 
It was bro ught o ut in direct testi­ 
mo ny that he did many things that 
were no t the actio ns o f a sane man. 
When his seco nd wife returned fro m 
Euro pe where she had been taking 
treatment, he met her at the statio n 
with a cab, drawn by

to r, sho rtly after his seco nd wife’s 
death, became y o ung again, do nned 
a small co llege cap instead o f his 
silk hat, and spent many ho urs o n 
ro ller skates in the halls adjo ining j 
his do wnto wn o ffices. 
Numero us o ther happenings in the 
life o f the deceased were related o n 
the stand; ho w he made a trip to 
Cincinnati with Miss May Dickerso n

o nd wife’s hair after her death, and 
there met her and sho rtly afterwards 
married her.

All 
this was do ne in an effo rt to pro v e 
that the deceased was no t insane. 
The children o f the late Dr. Ho w­ 
ard sat in the co urt ro o m until a late

Miss Maude Do nelle 
Ho ward, who has been ill during the 
last few" day s o f the trial and was 
unable to go o n the stand as a wit­ 
ness, patiently waited in her ro o m in 
the Windso r ho tel fo r the decisio n.

Indianapolis, M arch 13.—The “liber­ 
al” elem ent of both parties w ere in 
control of the prim aries held here to 
elect 
new 
precinct 
com m itteem en. 
The indications are that neither party 
will try to nom inate a candidate for 
m ay or who will stand for a “tight 
town.’* 
W illiam F. Moore, known as 
the T aggart organization candidate for 
the D em ocratic city chairm anship, car­ 
ried m ore precincts than either of his 
opponents, H enry Sey fried and Jam es 
M itchell. He may not be elected, how 
ev er, as there is some doubt w hether 
he has a m ajority of the com m ittee­ 
men. 
Moore is a good organizer and 
is fav orably regarded by the party 
w orkers. 
He is not a saloon man and 
has not been identified w ith brewr-ery 
politics, but he is looked upon as a 
“liberal.” 
The “liberal” elem ent was 
div ided betw een Moore and Sey fried, 
as the latter had the backing of the 
Keach-H oltzman contingent. 
Mitchell 
was not the candidate of the tem per­ 
ance elem ent and his election as chair­ 
man would not be displeasing to Dem­ 
ocrats generally . The dev elopm ents In 
the plans for the reorganization of the 
two com m ittees show that the leaders

T he m o st su ccessfu l new spaper pu blisher in the wo rld is S ir Alfred 
H arm sw o rth, who o wns fo rty -fiv e perio dicals, sev en o f which are dailies, 
in the leading cities o f England. He was bo rn in Ireland in 18 65 , the eldest 
so n o f an English barrister, and was destined fo r the bar, bu t befo re he had 
co mpleted his gram m ar scho o l « co u rse he determ ined to be an edito r, and 
tho u gh sentenced by his fath er to go to Cambridge, he su cceeded in hav ing 
this sentence rev ersed. 
At sev enteen he was installed as edito r o f o ne o f S ir W illiam Ingram ’s 
jo u rnals in the o ffice o f th e “Ilu strated Lo ndo n News.” 
Fo u r y ears later 
he m arried, and when tw enty -three started his first paper, “A nswers,” a 
penny jo u rnal o f po pu lar info rm atio n, and the fo u ndatio n o f his present 
fo rtu ne. 
The pu blicatio n o ffice was a sm all ro o m, hardly large eno u gh to 
draw a lo ng breath in, and the fo u r do llars a week he paid in re nt was qu ite 
an item. The first nu m ber so ld 13 .000 co pies; w ithin a y ear it ro se to 4 8 ,000, 
and fo u r m o nths later, by pu zzles, schemes, gu essing co ntests, prizes and 
clev er and daring m etho ds o f w inning pu blicity u nkno w n to the co nserv ativ e 
B ritish press, the circu latio n ro se to nearly three-qu arters o f a m illio n. 
W hen the u nappreciativ e go v ernm ent o fficials sto pped the co m petitio ns th e 
battle was already wo n and v icto ry perched o n th e H arm sw o rth banners. 
Then fo llo wed a lo ng string o f m ino r pu blicatio ns, u ntil, in 18 9 6, he 
bo u ght the “Ev ening News,” a paper w ith an u nsu llied reco rd fo r failu re, 
and by the Midas to u ch o f H arm sw o rth it was o n a pay ing basis in a few 
weeks. 
The nex t y ear he started the “ Mail,” an instant su ccess, which no w 
has the largest circu latio n o f any paper in the w o rld; sells fiv e tim es as 
m any co pies as any o ther Lo ndo n daily and pay s its edito r—a m an o nly 
th irty —a salary o f $12 5 ,000 a y ear. 
No o ne in the emplo y o f the firm, w hich co m prises S ir Alfred and his 
six bro thers, w o rks m o re th an fiv e day s a week; ev ery o ne is granted a 
v acatio n each y ear, and if an emplo y é desires to leav e E ngland and trav el 
S ir Alfred pay s h alf th e ex penses.

are perhaps the highest basis they 
will reach for many y ears. 
A rtu ra of prosperity probably will 
tu rn the scale in the other direction 
and the treasu ry will once more be­ 
come plethoric with money and a 
su rplu s instead of a deficit will be the 
problem confronted. Then the stamp

OPINIONS OF EACH WANTED. 


Chief E xecutive’s Policy Is to Bring 
Out the Best T h at Is In His C oun­ 
selors, Says W alter W ellm an— M c­ 
K inley’s M ethods to Be Copied. 


To develop strong men about him is 
to be a distinctive policy of President 
William H. Taft. 
The new president 
feels that he has chosen a cabinet of 
unusual 
individual 
strength, 
from 
whom w'ork of a high order may be 
expected. 
And he sent w'ord to the 
men who are to sit at his council table 
that he wants every one of them to be 
the actual head of his department, not 
afraid to take the initiative or assume 
responsibility and to develop individu­ 
al policy and action as much as he 
likes. 
What Mr. Taft means, though 
he doesn’t say it in those words, is 
that he wants the members of his cab 
inet to be something^more than mere 
clerks to the president. 
What Mr. 
Taft said, or his authorized representa­ 
tives said for him, in extending invita­ 
tions to various men to take places in 
the cabinet is interesting and signifi­ 
cant. 
“I do not intend to run the govern­ 
ment by « telephone, giving orders to 
heads of departments through my sec­ 
retary,” Mr. Taft said. “I want every 
man to run his department in his own 
way, coming to me only with the lar­ 
ger and more difficult questions.” 
Mr. Taft added, or his authorized 
spokesmen added for him, that every 
member of the government is expected 
to speak his miud openly and freely in 
cabinet councils. It will not be neces­ 
sary or politic for a cabinet officer to 
consider first W’hether or not his opin­ 
ions are likely to agree with those of 
the man who sits at the head of the 
table. 
The Taft policy is to be out* 
calculat€ *d to bring out the best that is 
in his advisers without too much dom­ 
ination through his own personality 
and prestige. It is said upon excellent 
authority that there are men in the 
new cabinet who would not have ac­ 
cepted places if these assurances had 
been lacking, but who did accept upon 
the frank statements of this policy by 
the men who had been authorized by 
Mr. Taft to confer with them. 
Every one in Washington who knows 
about this plan approves of it as the 
best possible thing for the success of 
the new administration, aud the re­ 
mark is often heard that it is a method 
which exactly suits the Taft tempera­ 
ment. If Mr. Taft has been noted for 
anything during his somewhat ex­ 
tensive official experience it is for his 
quality of full and free consultation 
with subo rdinates o r asso ciates. He

But it is needless to 
say that criticism of Mr. Roosevelt is 
furthest from Mr. Taft’s thoughts, it 
has been necessary for Mr. Roosevelt 
to administer his office in his way. 
Temperameut 
is 
everything 
with 
strong men and will in the end sub­ 
merge all preconceived theories or 
plans in conflict with it. 
No one can 
say that Mr. Roosevelt’s method, dic­ 
tated by the Roosevelt temperament, 
has been a failure. It has been a suc­ 
cess. But Mr. Taft must follow out his 
own temperameut, and that is pre­ 
cisely what lie is planning to do. And 
his friends do not doubt that It will 
prove fully as successful as the Roose­ 
velt method has beeu, with perhaps 
more of satisfaction to the men work­ 
ing with and under the chief executive 
and with less friction and agitation. 
The Taft policy is to take the gov­ 
ernment machine back to the McKin­ 
ley days rather than to continue the 
Roosevelt regime. McKinley’s method 
w7as distinctly that of building up men. 
He built up such men as Taft him­ 
self, Root, Hay, Cortelyou and others. 
McKinley was not a great talker, but 
a good listener. 
He encouraged men 
not only to manage th#ir departments 
fully, but to express their opinions 
freely. 
McKinley rarely expressed an 
opinion of his own on important ques­ 
tions till he had drawn out the-views 
of all his counselors, and not a little 
of the credit he gained for his wisdom 
had its origin in this quality of gain­ 
ing the best posible light before for- 


mulating his own judgment. 
Theodore Roosevelt has given us an 
example of the other method the one 
man rule. 
lie could not have done 
otherwise had he tried. 
The leopard 
cannot change his spots, and in this 
case an effort to do so would have re­ 
sulted 
in 
failure. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt’s 
strong personality has dominated the 
whole government and every one In 
it to a remarkable degree. 
Therefore 
the undoubted success of his adminis­ 
tration is his success pure and simple. 
Almost nothing outside the bare rou­ 
tine has been done by any cabinet offi­ 
cer without previous consultation with 
the president. 
It is true that through 
his great familiarity with all the af­ 
fairs of government and his abundant 
administrative energy Mr. Roosevelt 
has many times had Mr. Loeb tele­ 
phone orders about this and that to 
members of the cabinet. That suited 
the Roosevelt temperament, but Taft 
has served notice that it will not suit 
him. 
On account of the dominating force- 
fulness of Mr. Roosevelt’s character 
there has growm up in Washington the 
more or less correct tradition that cab­ 
inet jobs are mere head clerkships. 
Among the senators it is a common 
saying that the only place in the cabb 
net a sensitive, self respecting man 
could afford to take is the secretary­ 
ship of state. 
For this reason there 
was surprise w’hen Mr. Knox consent­ 
ed to leave the senate to go into the 
Taft cabinet since he had left the 
Roosevelt cabinet to take a seat in 
the senate. 
It is certain Mr. Knox 
wçuld have declined to go back to the 
executive end of the government if as­ 
surances as to Mr. Taft’s policy had 
not been given him.—Walter Wellman, 
Washington Correspondent of Chicago 
Record-Herald.
